Amid all the striking pageantry of the Games there came 
to us the knowledge that deep in that inner life in Germany which 
vas so carefully hidden from the gaze of the foreign spectator, 
there is a ferment working which may yet provide a bitter 
potion for the regime. Last week the Special Correspondent of 
the Manchester Guardian in Serlin revealed that the German 
livangelical Pastors had flung out a direct challenge to Herr 
HITLER. For three-and-a-half years the Churches in Germany, 
Protestant and Catholic, have been contending with the new 
anti-God involved in the Nazis’ apotheosis of their new deity, 
the State. Since a memorable Sanday in January, 1934, when 
fifteen hundred Evangelical Pastors read from their pulpits 
declarations of defiance to the Nazi Primate, the battle for the 
soul of Germany has gone on almost in secret. The German 
Press, of course, has been unable to discuss it. The German 
public, equally of course, have refrained from talking about it 
save in places tolerably safe from the sharp ears of the Gestapo. 
Bot all this time there have been heroes in Germany, braving 
the Internment Camp and worse. And soon after last Whitsun, 
the Manchester Guardian's Special Correspondent tells us, there 
was submitted to the Fiihrer by the Provisional “ Directorium "’ 
of the German Evangelical Church a long memorandum, asking 
the “clear question” whether “the attempt to de-Christianise 
the German people is to become the official policy of the 
Government through the further participation of responsible 
statesmen,’ and protesting, in a noble passage, against the 
foisting on the German people of an unchristian belief : 


When blood, race, nationhood and honour are raised to the 
rank of eternal values, the Evangelican Christian is compelled 
by the First Commandment to reject this valuation. If Aryan 
man is glorified, God's word testifies the sinfalmess of all men. 
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If anti-Semitism is imposed on the Christian within the 
framework of the National Socialist philosophy, which makes 
hatred of the Jews a duty, there stands against this teaching 
the Christian commandment of brotherly love.

Tak LATE Dr. VICTOR SAUL 
Rabbi HARRIS COHEN writes: 


Although many years had elapsed since Dr. V. Saul, owing to failing 
health, relinquished his practice in Manchester and left the scene of his 
activities, the large concourse that assembled at his funeral on Friday 
week was proof that a good name, lke sweet music, lingers, and 
that a useful life is not easily forgotten, and it was evidence of the high 
regard in which the deceased was held by Manchester Jewry. Victor 
Saul was the younger son of the late Rabbi 8. Saul, of Montefiore College, 
Ramsgate, a well-known Talmudic scholar of his day. Both the deceased 
and his elder brother, the late Dr. Bendit Saul, were intended by their 
father for the Ministry, and studied Rabbinics at Jews’ College under 
Dr. Friedlander and Dr. S. A. Hirsch. Among Vietor's fellow-students 
at College were Joseph F. Stern, Michael Adler, Louis Mendelsohn, 
‘Barnet Elzas, Isaac Aarons, 8. Gilbert and the writer of this appreciation. 
Soon after matriculating, however, the deceased took up medicine at 
London Hospital, and his elder brother, not long after, followed suit. 
Doth, after qualifying, settled in Manchester, Victor in the Cheetham Hill 
district, There he soon became a@ most popular figure, a much sought- 
after medical man. His skill won for him a high reputation, the grace 
and charm of his personality endeared him to all who came into contact 
with him; his unfailing geniality and cheerfulness brought hope to the 
despairing and sunshine into dark chambers of suffering and sorrow. He 
was the least mercenary of men and gave his services to the poor freely 
and gladly without a thought of reward. For many yéars he acted as 
Medical Officer to the Manchester Jewish Board of Guardians and visited 
regularly the Homes for Jewish Incurables and for Aved and Needy.

but I saw that a doctor's aid was necessary, and as David was in pain each 
tune his foot touched the ground I carried him to the roadside and went in 
search of a car which could carry us the three miles into town.

and at the entrance | met a caddie and asked hum if he could help. He 
said that a gentleman was going my way in a few minutes and perhaps 
he could. Very soon a tall, grey-haired figure in alight golf suit 
approached. He had heard my request and said that if I walked with him 
to the G Hotel, half-a-mile AWAY, he would lend us his car. Whilst 
walking, he asked me where the cluldren came from and what organisation 
had sent them. He seemed to be very interested in the Stepney schools 
and the effects of the School Leaving Bill on the children of those «schools 
* You are very interested in education,”’ I said. ** Yes. I am a Cabinet 
Minister."’ I could not conceal my surprise, and he added; ‘‘ I am the 
Home Secretary.”’ 

We had by now reached David, patiently waiting my return. Si 
John and [I then gnpped wrists in Boy Scout fashion and David took 
his seat. In doing so, he smothered the Home Secretary's face with h:- 
blood-stained towel, which Sir John good-humouredly tried to avoid. It 
was a quarter-of-a-mile’s walk to the hotel, and the whole journey Siu 
John carned on a pleasant, rf not jocular, conversation with the injured 
boy. He asked him the names of various flowers which we passed on the 
roadside and of birds flving overhead.

A CLEVER FASCIST SPEAKER 


Ingenious Anti-Semitic Propaganda 


EX-SERVICEMEN MAKE THEMSELVES FELT 


The sritish Union of Fascists. who now use the added title of 
“National Socialists,” put up them platiorm at Manstord Street. 
;cthnal Green; at about 4.30 on Wednesday atternoon (writes a 
JEWISH CHRONICLE representative) Them very early start was 
rewarded. for they had a most successtul meeting in the evening. 

At the risk of being criticised as unduly pessumistge:, [I must pornt 
out that the sight and sound of more than J0U people applauding the 
most anti-Jewish sentiments and being skilfully worked up inte an 
intense anti-Jewish emotionalism by a clever demagogue, 1s certainly a 
most disturbing phenorne non. The shouts of “Go back to Pal stine 
Vids Go and eat vour Dutch herrings!”. “ Klobby Oss! wer 
among the crowds utterances to express thew hatred and centemprt 
for Jews. 

In Bethnal Green, as in mepney, there is a erving need tor anti- 
Fascist propaganda to be conducted. No one who witnesses the wee kl 
mareh of the Fascists to then headquart rs in Green Street. and sees 
the propre lance lorming into two camps on opposite si les of the road 
ean tail to realise the growing possibility of riootmg and violence zesult- 
ing from this. The L.C.C. elections approach near and the Faseists 
are determined to put up a fight. At Wecnesdayv s meeting some nine 
shillings was collected by the Fascist National Socialists trom the 
crowd tor they cleetion fund. 

Your correspondent has questioned many peopl who live in the 
Bethnal Green and Stepney Green areas and, in the main, these people 
la’ miuch biame lol the crowth ol Fascism at the doo or the local 
Labour Parties.’ They poimt out that Labour L.C.C, candidates arid 
Labour M.P.’s have always been returned in these areas: and therefore 
if the local Labour Paruies had actively pursued an anti-Fascist polices 
and had held reculat anti-Fascist meetings such a growth olf Fascism 
would not have been possible. 

Throughout Wednesday s meeting, sareastic references and ironic 
remarks Were made by the mob about th othicial police shorthand 


note-taker. The sight ot the note-taker somewhat cramped the Sty le 
ot the first speake r, who, in any cause, had learned his bacily and 
continually wen} back OS at hac lett out. He Was merely 


stop-gap until the arrival of S.-O. Clarke. . The first speaker referred to 
the Jews as the unmentionables and accused them of the usual! sins. 
from owning the Press to ruining- the coal mdustry. 


Anti-Semites Fear Ex-Servicemen 


S. O: Clarke, Apart from being the most educated local Blackshurt, 
is also the most etlicient demagogue. He understands lis audiences 
and knows exactly how to please them. He knows when to be 
dramatic, when to jest, and, above all, how and when to accuse the 
Jew. Although the ex-Servicemen’s movement against Fascism is 
voung, yet it seems to have aclueved some success, for Clarke devoted 
his speech to an attack against democracy and the ex-Servicemen's 
movement, which he accused of being run by Jews to defend the exist- 
ing democracy, which the Jews, he said, controlled. 

He had just returned, said-Clarke, from a busman’s holiday, during 
which he had been to Manchester and Lancashire districts, Leeds. 
Portsmouth and Southport. He had found “the shops closing down 
in tiny villages just hecause dear old Marks and Spe nee! had opened il 
big store.” Ii, as he always says, Marks and Spencer are such astute 
business men, surely they would not open a “ big store” in a “tiny 
village,” ?—but then these details never worry Blackshirts. They are 
too concerned with drowning the mob with emotion so that it cannot 
think clearly. 

In Chichester, said Clarke, he had conversed with the owners of 
the local radio stores and “I had turned the conversation to National 
Socialism, as I always do.” The people were, however, contented and 
just “* pooh-poohed ” him. But he heard that “Gaumont British were 
going to erect a big Gaumont-British Yiddish cinema where people can 
see decent British films ” and that the space for shops had been partly 
let to a big cut-price radio firm. He wondered whether those Chichester 
radio dealers were now so happy. He declared that this menace was 
hitting not only the -small trader and the worker, but also the big 
industrialist, but he believed that the English worker would wake up 
when he found everything in the hands of the aliens and “ when the 
Enghsh workers wake up sparks will begin to fly.” 

He told of how he had seen Blue-and-White Shirts along the beach 
at Southend and he believed that they would soon be in Bethnal 
Green. He gave a definition of the term “alien,” all of which your 
correspondent could not clearly hear because of some noise. But I 
caught that it was derived from a certain Latin word which means 
something “that cannot walk straight but crawls and shuffles along 
and cannot keep to the dotted line.” The term’ is, of course, derived 
from the Latin “alienus,” meaning “ belonging to another.” 

Clarke declared that it was George Lansbury who had suggested 


in his speech in the House of Commons, in a recent debate, that 
an ex-Serviceman’s movement should be formed. All the Communist 
Party and the Labour Party and Jewish brains together, “could not 
think ol such ii marvellous move to combat Fascism if th 
ment 1s successtul itl stnashing Fascism they are going to put up 
memorial to Councillor Turpin.”

He gave “the Black- 
shirt pledge: Never again, under National Socialism in Britain will 
Gritish armies depart from these shores to fight in foreign wars which 
are no concern of ours.” “We fought Germany in a British quarrel 
and we will never fight again in a Jewish quarrel.” This is the first 
tume, by the way, that I have heard the Great War described by 
Fascists as a “British quarrel.” It is usually alleged by them to have 
been a Jew-made war. He accused the Jews of being connected with 
atrocities in Spain, because it is. “their race, their creed, that stands 
for all that is Commumistic.” He hoped and beheved that “the forces 
of Commumsm and Jewry would not triumph in Spain to-day.” 
“Ultimately, the same struggle must come to England to-day.” he 
declared. After the above stream of falsehoods. the crowning audacity 
came when, in answer to a question, he declared that he “believes 
in complete religious tolerance.” And then went on to sav that 
“he has documentary evidence by prominent Jews that thev are 
absolutely anti-Christian.” He quoted from the Jewish Worip of 
thirteen years ago the following: “ Fundamentally, Judaism is anti- 
Christian,” a favourite tit-bit of Fascists who have torn the sentence 
from the context of a contributed article. He then made a similar 
quotation from a French anti-Semitic paper. It was rather noisy, aii 
the author's name sounded like Bernard Lecache. These quotations 
were made from a paper containing a long list of them, which he could 
not bother to read entirely then. 

When some people in the audience protested, there were the shouts 
and howls which I have already mentioned, and the speaker informed 
interrupters that they were “at a British meeting.” 

A certain amount of anti-Semitism has always been latent in 
Bethnal Green and Shoreditch, largely an unreasoning dislike of the 
unhke. But now for the first time anti-Semitism is a plank in the 
platform of an ambitious political party, with a popular, however stupid 
and unworkable, programme, and the Blackshirts are rapidly “ rational-

..+-'n Burnt Oak I have proof that Jewish shopkeepers have paid 
people to attack and assault the Fascists.” There were howls of 
“Liar!” from the audience. “It,” he continued, * people use force 
against Fascism we will use force against them” Does this, one would 
ask, explain why it was that, following many threats against Councillo: 
Dick Turpin, of Bethnal Green, for his anti-Fascist activity, a brick 
was hurled at him as he was speaking at Bethnal Green last week. 

The speaker was asked why the Blackslurts lumped all the Jews 
together? There are nch Jews and poor Jews, declared the questioner, 
and itis not true that all Jews dre financiers. The questioner alleged 
that the B.U.F. was using the Jews as a scapegoat, exactly as Hitler 
had done, to split the working-class movement. 
declared, there were many very wealthy Jews who were still unharmed. 

The speaker gave no direct answer. But he caused laughter, and 
shouts of: “They can’t get out,” by asserting that there were still 
500,000 Jews in Germany accepting Hitlers hospitality. It was true 
that Jews. were members of the B.U.F. in the old days, but they had 
ciscovered that the Jews were the leading anti-Fascists; therefore, the 
Jews had been kicked out.

A member of the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews has 
received by post a copy of a peculiar sheet called the Free Press. 


for February, 1936, No. o, “League of Nations Number.” It 1s printed 


by the Nuneaton Newspapers Ltd., Nuneaton, for “The Militant: 


Christian Patriots,” of 93, Chancery Lane, London, W.C.2, and the 
chief purpose of the number seems to be to describe a “Plot to Erect 
Zionist Super-State,” to quote one of its front-page headlines. Else- 
where the word “Zionist” is replaced by “Jewish,” and a full two-page 
chart is given of the whole of the departments of the League of 
Nations, with a large type heading, “League of Nations, Zionist Super- 
State.” As if to reinforce the heading a Magen David is also drawn 
in. The tenor of the articles in this paper can be judged from one or 
two extracts, such as: “During the War and at the Peace Conference, 
Lloyd George, Clemenceau, Woodrow Wilson, and all ... were each 
and all simply the tools of powerful Zionists and non-Zionist Jews 
. +. + [the present-day] statesmen are in a similar pesition of com- 
plete subservience to. the Jewish World Agency, as the combination 
of Zionist and non-Zionist Jews is now called.” 

Mr. I. M. Sieff is singled out more than once for attack. As in all 
these ravings, Judaism (and Zionism), Freemasonry. and Bolshevism 
are lumped together as the same thing under different names. The 
infamous forgery, “The Protocols of the Learned Elders of Zion,” is 
quoted also on the front page, and on another page an advertisement 
offers a book which is a “treatise on Fabianism and Zionism 
embodying the Protocols” and a P.E.P. document. It is interesting 
to note that details are given on a full page of organisations which 
overtly or covertly are anti-Semitic, one of which brazenly declares 
that it publishes “particularly” an edition of the Protocols. 

One is tempted to ask how or why this piece of scurnility, dated 
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February of this year, should be sent out, but the cat is out of the 
bag and a particularly filthy cat it is—when one adds that enclosed 
with it is a pamphiet entitled, “Bolshevism Unmasked, Essential 
Points of the speech delivered by Dr. Goebbels at Nuremberg. Phis 
is published by the “Fichte Association (Fichte-Bund), Union for 
World Veracity. 30, Jungfernstieg, Hamburg 36. It is printed in 
Enelish in Hamburg, and is offered free together with other leaflets. 
This leaflet alone contains evidence of! the world-wide propagence 
attempts of the Nazis, for it ts inconspicuously marked, No. 792 Enghsh.

Fined for Calling Out “Dirty Jew” 


Sequel to National Socialist Workers’ Meeting 


At the North London Police (Court on Saturday, Charles Albert 
Snuth, twenty-nine, a wood machinist, of 54, Petherton Road, Canon- 
burv. was found guilty of using insulting words or behaviour whereby 
breach ot the have been occasioned, and was tined by 
the Magistrate 20s., and ordered to pay 20s. costs. 

Police Sergeant Wheeler said that on July 31st he was present at a 
meeting of the National Socialist Workers’ Party at Lesbia Road, 
Clapton, An address was being given on the subject ot “ Capitalism 
and the Jewish Control of Banking and Finance.” There were about 
thirty people in the audience, including many Jewish gentlemen. 
Prisoner was standing about three yards in front of the speaker .and 
Was wearing a red-and-black armlet with the swastika and Union Jack. 
Witness heard prisoner ask a question and say: “What ho, Jew- 
baiting!” and also: “ Dirty Jews; they were turned out of Palestine 
and Germany. What can we do!” People in the crowd moved 
towards him, and witness took hold of his arm and told him he was a 
police otheer, and he would take him into custody. 
at Hackney Pohece Station and made no reply, 

Police Constable Philps corroborated . the 
evidence. 

Mr. W.. 'T. Cowper, who defended, said that a great deal of fuss was 
being made about nothing. The meeting had been partly organised by 
ihe prisoner himself. He was not there to cause any interruption, but 
to promote the meeting.

Smith, giving evidence, said that he had organised the meeting 
in conjunction with Mr. McLean. He (prisoner) had said: “If you 
expel the Jews, what are you going to do with them? They won't 
have them in Palestine or in Germany.” 

Amy Stoker, of 70, Durrington Road, and Wilham MeLean, the 
speaker at the meeting, both supported prisoner's statement in their 
evidence. 

The Magistrate, in finding Smith guilty, said he accepted the 
evidence of the police othcers. It was such a tiny meeting that he had 
not the slightest doubt that they were able to hear distinctly every- 
thing that was said, and they both said that Smith had referred to 
Jews as “dirty Jews.” That, said the Magistrate, was an insulting 
remark. 


“Are We Going to Kill the Jews?” 
Fascist Speaker Bound Over 


Robert Gordon James, aged seventeen, clerk, of Lockview. Thames 
Street, Sunbury-on-Thames, was charged, on Monday, at Old Street 
Police Court, with using insulting words and behaviour. 

Inspector G. Clark said that some two hundred people, including 
some Jews, were present at a meeting held by the British Union of 
Fascists at Harman Street, Shoreditch. The accused stated that he 
had been cautioned by the police that he must. not speak of “ the 
unmentionable people.” James also said: “ When we get into power 
we will deport all Jews and let them take the money they have honestly 
earned. But what Jew has honest money? All their money is 
dishonest.” 

Another police officer gave evidence that James had also said: 
“ What are we going to do with them? Are we going to kill them? 
I passed a nice cemetery as I came here.”

Committee Must be Advisory 


I would go further than your Correspondent “C,” and suggest that 
now a Lurector of Information has been appointed he be permitted to 
do his work unhampered by any comunittee except one preferably 
chosen by him, not to control him but to be available for consultation 
when called on. 

Of all your correspondents, “C” is apparently the only one who 
knows anything of the smence of propaganda, flor it is a smence, and a 
very skilled and delicate one, one in which there is no place for the 
armateur, unless more harm than good iw to be done. it nmught be 
compared with surgery, and one cannot conceive of a surgeon pursuing 
hus protession under the direction of a comnuttee, even of experts. 
British propaganda during the War, which unquestionably went far to 
bring it to a successful conclusion, was not directed by a committee, 
although the most expernenced brains in the country were always at 
the disposal of those who were directing it. The nearest approach to a 
conmnittee were the weekly meetings at Wellington House and Crewe 
House of the heads of the different departments—all experts—but 
these could not control the pohey of Charles Masterman, John Buchan, 
Lord Beaverbrook or Lord Northcliffe. on whom in succession the 
responsibility rested. Nor did the Cabinet mterfere with therm: And 
I do not Suppose that the powerful, and not altogether inefiective, 
propaganda organisations of the German and Italian Governments are 
controlled by committees or any one else but their directors. If thes 
were they would be far less effective than they are. , 

The first law of propaganda—one feels one ought to apologise fo: 
using the term—is absence of publicity, so far as the machine 1s 
concerned. The Director of Infortnation and his staff should be 
neither Secti nol heard. He should be judged only by the results at 
his work and then only after he hus been given reasonable time in 
which to effect something. Moreover his results are not necessarily 
visible. His justification does not rest on the number of letters sent by 
hum or under his influence to the newspapers; it ts noticeable rather by 
the absence of occasions for writing to the Press. Thus Mr. Salomon 
will attain the greatest success when for six months he has written no 
letter to the Press because there has been no need to do so. If this 
view is accepted it is obvious that the Board of Deputies should now 
forget all about its department of information and turn to its othe 
affairs, and only, say six months hence, consider, and then in com- 
mittee, whether the new department has served its purpose. It 1s, 
of course, hampered by lack of funds. The largest sum that could 
conceivably be placed at its disposal would be inadequate for every 
possible purpose; vet much useful work can be done at a relatively 
small expenditure. So that even if Mr. Salomon does not perform the 
whole of his task, which cannot be expected of him, he can do much. 

Finally, I should like to emphasise that positive propaganda is far 
more valuable than negative, and to point the warning of the imetlicacy 
if not worse of much of the recent propaganda—I am not thinking of 
the Board of Deputies—conducted in England with the intention ot 
furthering Jewish interests.--Mr. M. Hyamson, 32, Teignmouth 
Road, N. .2.

In our work of fighting Fascism as a 
menace to the freedom of British citizens and as a source of racial 
hatred, we intend to keep in touch with the co-ordinating committee of 
the Board of Deputies to avoid overlapping and to place our services 
at the disposal of the Board as an independent movement of ex- 
servicemen, 

To secure that our movement shall be fully representative and not 
sectional, we have elected an Executive Committee of fourteen, seven 
Gentiles and seven Jews. 

At present we are holding open-air meetings nearly every night in 
districts where the Fascists are attempting to foist their poisonous 
creed. 

On Bank Holiday, August 3rd, we organised a meeting in 
Southend-on-Sea, which was remarkably successful. So successful, in 
fact, that two Fascists amongst the audience came up to the platform 
after the meeting and saying it was the first time they had heard the 
opposite case to Fascism, handed up their Fascist badges, declaring 
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that they had come to the conclusion that the Fascist anti-Semitic 
ramp was a lot of mischievous rubbish.

Following a meeting of the Vaudeville Lodge, No. 5592, held recently 
at Frascati’s Restaurant, Oxford Street, W., a dinner was held at which 
the Master, Wor. Bro. Joseph T. Morrison, presided. In responding to 
the toast of the ““Grand Officers,’ Wor. Bro. the Rev. Canon Godfrey 
Bell congratulated the Master and his colleagues on their admirable 
work, and congratulated also the Initiates on having been introduced 
to the Craft in such very propitious circumstances and on such an 
interesting occasion. Coming from Sussex he could assure them that his 
praise of the Lodge work was not in any way formal.

(applause), and that, he could assure them, was characteristic of Brighton 
Masons and especially of their Jewish brethren. (Applause.)

Foreign Journalists Under Supervision 


So much for the “ persuasive ~ side. On the other side there 
been a number of incidents in which stronger-nunded or suspect toreign 
visitors have felt the Nazi jack-boot. 

As a clunax to a week subjected to spying, foreign journalists are 
having their letters opened and recms searched, the DarLy HERALD 
Special Correspondent m Berlin reported this week. A London 
journalist, who returned unexpectedly, found a stranger turning ove: 
his papers. The correspondent adds that he has envelopes 
obviously opened and stuck down again. 

Yet the ScHwarRZeE Korps, the organ of the Nazi Guards. declared 
last week, in a message of greeting to Olympic visitors: “ Once 
you have crossed the German frontiers nobody will question vou as to 
what political party or organisation you may belong. Nobody will be 
interested to know whether you are aymember of some * Popular Front ¢ 
or some ‘ Fascio’ or a member of some Liberal Party or other.” 

According to a message‘issued by the Runa News Agency, ot 
Ziirich, the reason for the departure of the two American Olympic 
boxers, Joe Church and Howell King (a Negro), from: Germany, was 
that they became involved in a discussion in a shop and said what they 
thought about Nazi racial policy. They were mmmediately ordered 
to leave the country, it is declared. The official reason given for the 
boxers’ departure was that they were “ homesick.”

‘Non-Aryan” Finger-Prints 


The theory that racial descent can be established through finger- 
prints has been advanced in Berlm by Dr. E. Karl, in a_ pamphlet 
entitled Nation and Race.”

Bro, 
Jones having traced the Deputies’ normal activities, said that he regretted 
the belated action in the matter of Jemish defence. The scheme of the 
Association had received official approval, and the work of the Board for 
the next session would centre on defence organisation. In seconding the 
resolution, the Grand Master referred to the Co-ordinating Committce, 
whose task was to combine the defence work of all sections of the Com.

ANNUAL BANQUET.—Tho customary banquct to celebrate the 
Conference was held at the Institute, with Bro. Goldbérg in the Chair. A 
toast to the Order was proposed by Bro. H. Bransky, who paid a tribute 
tothe healthy growth of the newly amalgamated Order. Bro. Morris 
Wilks, in reply, said that the coming twelve months were likely to prove 
a strenuous period in the history of the Order. Appealing for loyalty and 
co-operation, without which it would not be possible to ensure success, 
he expressed gratitude for his unopposed election as Grand Master, and 
pledged his most conscientious efforts towards making his period of office 
an advantage to the Order in all its activities. Bro, J. F. Sager, in propos- 
ing a toast to the Association, said that it had now been in existence for 
twenty one years.

Bro, W. E. Franks, who alse 
responded, regarded it as a great tribute to the provinces that a provincial 
member, in the person of Bro. Wilks, had been elected Grand Master. 
Bro A. Blain, who proposed the Chairman's health, said that Bro. Goldberg 
had fully earned the respect and admiration of the whole Order by his 
sincerity and devotion. His record demonstrated the best spirit of 
brotherhood and communal service. Bro. Goldberg, in acknowledgment, 
said he had gladly borne the considerable sacrifices entailed during his 
period of office, but the future of their organisation could never depend on 
any one individual. Hence the necessity of united effort and fraternal 
co-operation on the part of all who were prepared to accept some measure 
of responsibility. He would continue to work for the best interests of the 
Order and give their new Grand Master the loyalty and assistance which 
had made his own task easier than it might have been.

It is on this same note that the late Sir John Monash ended his 
volume on THe AUSTRALIAN VICTORIES IN FRANCE IN 1918, now issued by 
Angus and Robertson, Ltd., at 6s. Sir John’s pen was not, perhaps, 
as mighty as his sword; but it is an extraordinary book, and the perusa! 
of it is sufficient to explain Mr. Lloyd George’s reported intention to 
raise the author to the rank of Commander-in-Chief of the British 
Expeditionary Force in France. The account of the offensive of August 
Sth, 1918 (‘‘the black day of the German army,”’ as Ludendorff called 
it) is particularly enthralling. Two things stand out. Firstly, that Sir 
John’s military genius was, in very truth, an infinite capacity for taking 
pains; and secondly, that one of the greatest military commanders thrown 
up by the War was (as his recently-published letters already showed se 
clearly) essentially a man of peace, abhorring the waste and the slaughter 
which human blindness had rendered inevitable. 

This same infinite eapacity for taking pains is a vital necessity for 
the illegal associations which still exist in Germany to carry on the 
struggle against Hitlerism, notwithstanding the terrible penalties in store 
for those who participate in them. This amazing organisation is described, 
in a semi-fictional setting (though all the episodes are vouched for by the 
author), in Fires UnperGrounp, by Heinz Liepmann (Harrap and Co., 
Ltd., 7s. 6d. net.). It is an astonishing story of heroism, endurance, 
cunning, resource, pathos and brutality as well. Those who consider 
that Nazi rule in Germany has finally triumphed beyond question will 
be well advised to read this absorbing volume, which contains more thrills 
than any “‘thriller.’’. There are, however, few crumbs of comfort in the

World Jewish Congress 


Revelations of Jewish Distress 


OPENING ADDRESS BY DR. WISE 


“ Anti-Semitism a Challenge .to Civilisation” 


The long-heralded World Jewish Congress opened in Geneva 
last week in the BAtiment Electoral, where the Assembly of the 
League of Nations usually holds its meetings, in the presence of 
over three hundred delegates from thirty-two countries, several 
diplomatic representatives, representatives of the League secre. 
tariat. the Nansen Office and a large nuinber of distinguished guests, 

Greetings were received from Lord Robert Cecil, M. Paul Boncour, 
French Minister for League of Nations Affairs, Mr. William Green, 
President of the American Federation of Labour, Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann. President of the World Zionist Organisation and the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine, Mr. M. M. Ussishkin, head of the 
Jewish National Fund, Professor Simon Dubnow, the famous Jewish 
historian. Herr Lion Feuchtwanger, M. Henri Beranger, French 
Ambassador in Switzerland and Professor Rappard, Swiss Member 
of the Permanent Mandates Commission. were al 
conveyed to the Congress from the Zionist Federation of Great 
sritain and Ireland, the Tel Aviv Municipality and the International 
Congress of Jewish Ex-Servicemen. A particularly notable welcome 
was delivered to the ( ongress by Mr. Shalom Asch. 

After a greeting by Dr. Mossensohn in Hebrew, on behalf of the 
Vaad Leumi, the Congress stood for three minutes in silence in 

honour of the Jewish victims of 
the Palestine disturbances.

“Anti-Semitism is a challenge not only to the Jews, but 
to the whole civilised world,” Dr. Wise declared. “~ Christendom 
cannot afford, both morally and spiritually, to leave the answer to 
anti-Semitism to be given solely by Jews who are its victims. We 
need not give an explanation to the world for calling this Congress, 
he continued. “Even the most normal undertaking is regarded as 
abnormal by too many Jews, especially by those Jewish leaders 
whose leadership consists of cautiousness which rarely proves to be 
wisdom. Lack of organisation on the part of the Jews Las been au 
inducement and an encouragement to our enemies.”

Congress a “Preliminary Step” 


He did not claim, Dr. Wise went on, thaf the present Congress 
represented all the Jews of the world. It was merely a preliminary 
step towards the organisation of world Jewry and it represented a 
large number of the Jewish people of the United States, Poland, 
Palestine and other countries. “The World Jewish Congress,” Dr. 
Wise said, * will not accomplish miracles, but it may bring together 
Jews from many different lands.” The Congress made no claim to 
the possibility of either a Jewish State or a Jewish super-State. 
The greatest absurdity of all, he said, was to speak of the Congress 
as if it purported to be a Parliament. As the Jews had no State, 
they could not be said to have a Parliament. The World Jewish 
Congress would consist of a voluntary association of Jewish Com- 
munities of various countries. Regretting the absence of various 
leading Jewish bodies, including the Board of Deputies of British 
Jews, Dr. Wise declared : ‘The doors remain open for the 
absentees.”’ 

Dr. Goldmann, who followed, declared that, so far as the Jewish 
question was concerned, it was no longer a matter of preserving 
Jewish minority rights or even their citizenship rights, but of 
assuring the most elementary physical requirements of their exist- 
ence. The Jewish masses were to-day economically exploited and 
politically terrorised, and practically treated as aliens, and the 
worst was that public opinion of the world, burdened as it was with 
cares of coming catastrophes, was growing more and more dulled to 
any appeal for justice and fair-play. 

Addressing the Congress on Sunday, Dr. A. Tartakower (Poland) 
proposed that the Congress establish and direct a central bureau for 
migration, having before it the tasks of securing the maximum 
ulilisation of existing immigration possibilities; of creating new 


possibilities of immigration; of organising and training emigrants, 
aud the renewal of colonisation activity. 

The establishment of a Central Relief Bureau on similar 
rationalised” lines was proposed by Dr. 1. Yefroykin, President of 
the Federation of Jewish Societies of France.’ He further urged 
the establishment of a Central Jewish Peoples Fund under the 
administration of the Central Bureau which should be used to help 
Jewish groups which, as a result of anti-Semitic persecution or 
international catastrophes, were or might be in need of it.

Detailed plans for the future activity of the Congress were then 
submitted by Dr. Leon Kubowitzk1.

Palestine Appeal to British Government 


The Rey. M. L. Perlzweig (London), replying to Sir Neil, declared : 

We can understand that the League had turned to Britain for the 
High since she had a long and honourable 
friendship for Jewish people. The Jewish people throughout the 
world look with anxiety and hope to the people of Great Britain.” 
The speaker then appealed to the British Government not to be 
intimidated into suspending immigration into Palestine during the 
inquiry which is to be held into the recent disturbances. “ Suspen- 
sion of Jewish immigration,” .ie said, “ would mean that violence 
and treachery would be rewarded, and that self-discipline and 
loyalty would be penalised. Britain is pledged to discharge its 
obligations under the Mandate. We believe in Britain's loyalty to 
her pledges.” 

In connection with the question of Palestine, a particularly 
heated debate centred round the subject of the admission of five 
American Communist delegates to the Congress. Their admission 
was demanded by Mr. J. L. Fine, a London Labour delegate, who 
reminded the Congress that Dr. Stephen S. Wise had definitely 
stated that no political groups would be excluded. Mr. Lipsky 
contended that the Communists should not be admitted, as they 
had refused to condemn their Palestine comrades for their present 
policy. When put to the vote, only 20 delegates voted in favour of 
admitting the Communist delegates,

The Conference held at Amman on Tuesday of last week, con- 
cluded without arriving at any decision. . The Emir Abdullah 
mldressed those participating in the Conference and warned them 
that barsher measures on the part of the Government were to be 
expected in the event of the acts of violence not ceasing. Replying 
to expressions of dissatisfaction at his statement, he said: “ You 
are sated, but the nation is starving.” He added that concessions 
could be expected only through tbe Royal Commission and_ not 
from any other quarter. The extremist Mavor of Nablus, asserted 
that the leaders were unable to order a cessation of the strike and 
the terrorism unless their principal national demands were satisfied. 
The discussion was marked throughout by expressions of personal 
fear on the part of the Arab leaders of the terrorists. 

According to PALcorR, a second meeting took place at Amman on 
the Wednesday, and, according to Arab reports, the Emir 
proposed the cessation of the strike and of the campaign of terrorism 
on condition that immigration be suspended during the sittings 
of the Royal Commission, and on condition that a promise be made 
by the High Commissioner to consider the release of political 
prisoners. ‘The participants from Palestine were divided on the 
question of accepting the prososal. The extremists are preparing to 
oppose compromise solutions. 

The Arab Higher Committee met at Ramallah.on Tuesday. A 
mApority was in favour of the Emur's proposal for an unmediate 
cessation of the terror, and in addition suggested that the Govern- 
ment be advised to invite the Royal Comnussion nmmediately. The 
Mutt and his supporters, however, objected to the proposal that the 
terror should be discontinued without a decision of the Arab populace. 
They suggested a convention of all the local strike committees to be 
held in Jerusalem next Thursday to decide this question.

Four Jewish Fatalities 


Two Jews, Zev Lindenfield, aged forty-five, and Reuben Levy, 

lorty, were killed vesterday week. Lindentield, a settler 
living at Kfar Hagla, was found dead on the road, mid-way between 
Hedera and his colony. He had been shot at several times from an 
ambush. He was one of the first settlers at Kfar Hagla, and leaves a 
widow and several children, Levy, a Sefardi, was shot at trom an 
ambush as he was going from Hatikvah towards Tel-Aviv. 

Asher Rosenfeld, aged twenty-two, a builder’s labourer in Tel-Aviv, 
who had enlisted as a special watchman, was killed on Sunday evening 
while on duty @s guard in a Jewish grove in Ness Ziona. 

The settlement of Mizpah, near Tiberias, was subject to heavy 
firing on Tuesday night, and the head settler, Gad Avigdorov, aged 
forty-four, who was one of the founders of Tel Hai and Kfar Gilead, 
was killed, while another settler was slightly wounded, Avigdorov is 
the fifty-fourth Jew to be killed since April 19th. 

Lieut. Festing, of the Seaforth Highlanders, was killed on Monday 
when returning in a car to Nablus, with three others, from a hillside 
engagement against some Arabs. The car ran into a mine on the road, 
and in the explosion that followed it crashed over a ravine. Aircraft- 
man White died in Jerusalem the same evening as the result of a shot 
fired at him by an Arab. His companion, Aircraftman F. G. Bicole, was 
also shot and seriously wounded. The two men were ambushed near 
Gethsemane. 

Ten British soldiers who were bathing, on Wednesday morning, in 
a pool near Beth Alpha, were attacked by an armed Arab band.

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Relief Money Urgently Needed 


Where is the Rest of the 1930 Fund ? 
THE YISHUV’S MANLY INDEPENDENCE 


[From our Correspondent —JERUSALEM | 


A campaign is now in progress in Palestine to raise £P100,000 for 
a Relief and Consolidation Fund, which is to be devoted to the welfare 
of the Jewish refugees from the “mixed” quarters of Jaffa, Jerusalem 
and Hebron. A complicated problem has been aroused by the refusal 
of the Government to continue its support of these refugees, for 
whom it had been making per capita grants of roughly 6d. per day 
through the Tel-Aviv Municipality and the appropriate Jewish 
orgarusations. 

Tt is difficult to picture the misery and squalor m= which the 
refugees, mostly oft the Onenta! Jewish now tind them- 
selves. <A visit to one of the shelters in Tel-Aviv, such as yow 
Correspondent paid a short while ago, is an appalling expenence. It 
is a mercy that, within the scope of himted resources (the Tel-Avis 
Municipality has had to cut down its budget by £740,000), these 
people are being cared for, as otherwise their present plight might be 
hopeless. 

There us, therefore, no doubt that the Rehet and Consolidation 
Fund is a prime necessity at the moment. The mtention is to centre 
its activity exclusively within the rank and file of Palestine Jewry and 
not to make the Appeal abroad, where the customary campaigns 
for the Keren Hayesod and the Keren Kayemeth will be maintained, 
Housing must be provided, constructive lvehhood devised tor the 
workless breadwinners, and, above all, a system of better security 
has to be planned. No one quarrels with those objectives 

But the needs of the refugees of the 1936 disturbances tor con- 
structive reef are far greater and more immediate than were the 
requirements of those affected or afflicted in the 1929 mots. It was in 
1930 that World Jewry, responding to the ery of Palestine, raised the 
enormous sum of £450,000 for the purpose of supplying rehet and 
constructive aid. Part of the money, some £55,000, was used upon 
preparing the Jewish case for the Shaw Commussion of Inquiry. 

Although no accounts have ever been made public by the Trustees 
or Directors of the Palestine Emergency Fund, it. is obvious that not 
all of the £400,000 can have been spent. True, funds haye been 
invested in the “Emuica” (an amalgamation of the Emergency Fund 
and the LC.A.), in the Thousand-Family Settlement Plan in Emek 
Heiter and in some water compames. But obviously it is now the 
duty of the Trustees of the Emergency Fund to mse to the occasion 
of dire necessity presented by the 1936 nots. 

It would be interesting to have a public statement by the Trustees, 
who are, after all, in the last analysis responsible to the thousands 
of contnbutors, Inany ol them more than generous, as to the resources 
which can now be made available for 1936 rehef.. The present 
emergency calls for aid from all quarters, and surely the Fund was 


established for just such an emergency among Palestine Jewry

Plight of the Refugees 
The Distressed Yemenites 
GOVERNMENT'S MEAN DISCRIMINATION 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM ] 


A recent report that a thousand Yemenite Jewish refugees 
paraded and attempted to demonstrate outside the offices of the Tel- 
Aviv Mumeipahty and Community Council Offices, and sent young 
children of eight and nine into Tel-Aviv restaurants to beg for food, 
makes bitter reading at this time. 

The Government had intimated.to the Jewish organisations that 
it would no longer continue to pay the pecr capita grant for the 
support of these refugees; but, on the other hand, it did not give a 
guarantee as to ther safety if they returned to their old quarters 
in the Arab slums of Jaffa. In any event, many of these houses are 
occupied by Haurani and Arab “squatters” who have moved in after 
the evacuated Jews. 

Neither has the Government offered to share at all in the cost 
of providing fresh housing for the refugees, who are crowded into a 
number of shelters in indescribable misery. 

The Community Council has felt itself unable to bear the burden 
of caring for the five or six thousand refugees, and has discontinued 
its own contributions towards their maintenance 

It is a tragic thought that the Government, which spent hundreds 
of thousands of pounds upon less than a couple of thousand Arabs 
(many of them in Nablus) during the 1927 earthquake, is unable to 
spend a few more thousand pounds upon these Jewish unfortunates. 


Improvements at Tel-Aviv 
GOVERNMENT GRANTS CONCESSIONS 


Several improvements in the harbour and docking arrange- 
ments have been carried out at Tel-Aviv and others are in progress. 
A canal sixty feet long is being dug at the mouth of the river Yarkon 
and will increase the facilities for unloading. The Government 
has informed the Executive of the Jewish Agency that Tel-Aviv is 
included in the ports from which the export of citrus fruit is 
permitted, in addition to the ports of Haifa and Jaffa. Permission 
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has also been given for the unloading of additional classes of goodg 
including box-wood for oranges. 

A further concession is the granting of permission to establish 
bonded warehouses in the Levant Fair grounds. It remains for the 
Government to approve Sunday work in the Customs sheds, as the 
present arrangements allow two days rest in the week. 

As many as three ships at a time have been unloading at the port 
with the assistance of nine lighters and two tenders. Eucalyptus 
tree timber has been brought from the wood at Hedera for the 
construction of a wall for the protection of the jetty in order to 
facilitate unloading. Fifteen-ton lighters have been ordered for 
work when the jetty is completed. Ships are now stopping at Tel- 
Aviv without making a stay at Jaffa, as they previously did, 


Equal Rights for Both Communities 


Creation of a Common Patriotism 
MR. AMERY’'S SOLUTION 


In the course of a letter to iast Saturday's Times, on the situa. 
tion in Palestine, Mr. L. S. Amery, M.P., asks whether there is “no 
tixed principle to which we can work, which can serve as our own 
guide and which, being readily intelligible, can sooner or later come 
to be regarded as inevitable ond reasonable by both communities.” 

He considers that “to yi !d to lawlessness by concession based 
on no principle would only intensify, on the one hand, the Arab hope 
that the whole policy of the Mandate can be wrecked if agitation is 
sufficiently continuous. On the other hand it would equally con- 
vince the Jews that only those are listened to who give most 
trouble, or even take the law into their own bands. 

“To my mind,” he writes, “it is clear that it can only be that 


principle of equality of right which was affirmed in the White Paper 


of 1922. The least we can do for the Jew, consistently with our 
obligations under the Mandate, is to recognise that he has as good a” 
right to be in Palestine as the Arab, and to impose no check upon 


' Jewish immigration that is not warranted by the general economic 


condition of the country, and that is not imposed with equal strict- 
ness upon Arab immigration. 

The one effective safeguard for the permanent interest of the 
hackward community, pending its development, lies in retaining for 
itan adequate share of the land itself. There is no reason why the 
future of the Arabs in Palestine should not be similarly safeguarded 
by guaranteeing the inalienability, as from Arab to non-Jew, of an 
area, or areas, large enough for all present requirements, and, with 
improved cultivation, for a steady expansion of their numbers. 
With that secured for them it is up to the Arabs themselves, aided 
by the educational facilities which the Palestine Government is 
placing at their disposal—-thanks largely to revenues resulting from 
Jewish immigration—to make sure of their own economic and 
social future. 

“When it comes to the political sphere,” continues Mr. Amery, “it 
seems to me that the same principle of cquality alone can neet the other- 
wise insuperable difficulties inherent in that eventual progress towards 
self-vovernment to which we are pledged under the Mandate. — 
Mquality, and not mere numerical strength, is the basis of international 
relations. It is also the only workable basis for inter-comimunity relations 
in a country. like Palestine. In other words, any future constitutional 
development should be based on equality of representation, or at least of 
voting power, as between Jews and Arabs, so that neither community can 
hope to pass legislation directly aimed at injuring the other; and that 
equality should be guarantecd to both communitics for all time, irrespec- 
tive of any changes in their numbers, In that way alone can we hope to 
allay the fears of either side—of the Jews as to any immediate grant of 
representation, of the Arabs as to the remoter future. 

" The creation of a common Palestinian patriotism is the goal which 
we should always keep before us. It is the one solution which can 
reconcile the practical interests and the highest aspirations of all con- 
cerned, It can only be built up on the foundation of equal rights.”

Jew-Arab Co-operation 
ln the course of a letter to the PALESTINE Post, Professor Flinders 
Petrie points out that the occupation of Palestine by the Arabs for 1,300 
years had only led to destruction. Their ancestral preference for the 
desert had tended to influence them to destroy trees on Arab land as well 
as on other land, The population was increasing owing to the improvement 
of health, If British protection were removed from Palestine, Italians or 
others would invade the country, utilise the land and push out the Arabs. 
He thinks that it is essential for the Arabs to co-operate with and learn 
from the Jews. He finally appeals to the Arabs to save themselves and 
make the best of the land, which has been derelict for so long, so that 
they can be treated as a people and not as a horde. 


News in Brief 


In the month of July, 2,100 immigrants entered Patestine. During 
the first seven months of the year, 18,000 Jewish immigrants entered 
Palestine, including 4,000 in the capitalist category. 

Tuer Executive of the Jewish Agency has received 140 immigration 
certificates from the Government reserve, including 100 for German youth 
and forty for members of Mr. Huberman’s orchestra. The youth 
certificates were formerly granted outside the schedule, as for students, 


but the Jewish Agency’s request for 450 certificates outside the schedule, 
has been declined by the Government. 


Firty new Jewish policemen have been enrolled in the Tel-Aviv 
force in order to strengthen the defences on the boundaries between the 
city and Jaffa. 

Mr. Josern Orpnai, who was sentenced to death during the dis- 
turbances in 1929, was released last week. The sentence had been reduced 
to fifteen years in the first place, and during the amnesty on the occasion 
of the Silver Jubilee was further reduced to six years retrospectively.

New Wave of Terrorism 


JEWS ATTACKED IN MANY TOWNS 
Fresh Pogroms Feared 


\fter a comparative lull, a new wave of anti-Jewish terrorism 
is making itself felt throughout Poland. In Warsaw, for the second 
time within a week, hooligans broke into a block: of flats occupied 
by Jews and attacked several of the residents. serious auti-Jdewish 
excesses are reported froin Dlugosiadly, in the Bialvstok district. 
Peasants, incited by agitators, attacked Jews during a fair and 
demolished many Jewish stands and broke the windows in many 
Jewish houses. Several Jews were seriously wounded. ‘The police 
finally intervened and restored order. : 

One Jew was killed and another seriously injured last week in 
Makowska, Eastern Galicia, in the course of a demonstration by 
Ukrainian Nationalists. Endek anti-Jewish propaganda has also 
been spreading of late to Western Galicia, where the relations 
between the non-Jewish population and the Jews were considerably 
better than in other parts of Poland. The Endeks have begun to 
organise pickets for preventing Polish customers from entering 
Jewish shops in the small towns near Cracow. 
pedestrians have also occurred. 

In Przytyk, the scene of the recent pogrom, a group of Endeks 
invaded Jewish shops and thrashed peasants found dealing in them. 
It is stated that only the self-restraint of the Jewstaverted a second 
pogrom, In the Melnice district, where a virtual state of terror exists, 
hundreds of windows have been broken in Jewish houses and many 
Jews beaten. Local Jewish leaders have made an urgent appeal to 
the authorities for protection. In Minsk-Masowiecki, also recently 
stricken by a pogrom, the anti-Jewish boycott agitation is growing 
in intensity. In this town about 320 Jewish families who suffered 
from the last pogrom still have to be supported by the Jewish 
Community. 

Two Jewish shops in Kattowitz were totally demolished by a 
bomb last week. A member of the National Radical Party has been 
arrested in connection with the outrage.

Premier's Pro-Jewish Sympathies

The proclamation of Martial Law in Greece and the dissolution 
of the Chamber has not affected the position of the Jews in the 
country. M. Metaxas, the Prime ‘Minister, who has now re-formed 
his Cabinet, is widely known as possessing pro-Jewish sympathies. 
He has on numerous occasions given a favourable hearing to 


grievances raised by the Salonika Jewish Community, and only a 


short time ago accorded help in solving several important problems. 
The Deputy Premier, M. Zavitsianos, has also given a number 


of indications of his interest in Jewish affairs, particularly during 


his term of office as Minister of the Interior in 1930. He was, at 
that time, the only member of the Cabinet who declared himself in 
favour of the abolition of the Jewish “electoral ghetto ” in Salonika. 
M. Zavitsianos’ father was the author of a notable book exposing 
 ritual-murder” lies. 


BELGIUM—An influential Catholic Committee has been formed in 
Antwerp to combat anti-Semitism. The new body is headed by Cardinal 
van Roey and is known as the ‘‘ Pro-Israel Committee.” The Committee 
has already issued a statement calling upon Catholics to oppose anti-

Prevention of Cruelty to Children 


SOCTETY' S ANNUAL REPORT 

The Annual Report for 1935-36 of the activities of the National 
Sox ety for the Prevention ol Cruelty to Children been issued. It 
a record of noble work performed all over England, Wales and Ireland. 
During the twelve months ended March 3lst, the Society receiwed 45,658 
complaints that cliuldren were suffering needlessly. In exactiy 500 
instances,. the Inspectors formed the Opinion that the reports were I- 
founded, but in all the rest the need for the Society's intervention was 
desirable. The number of cluldren concerned in the year’s cases was 
113,034. The Balance-sheet shows an accumulated deficiency of more 
than £10,000 im the General Fund, and there has been a large decrease 
In legacies. The Central Office of the Society is at Victory House, 
Leicester Square, W.C'.2. and Mr. W. J. Elhott is the Director. Amone 
the Vice-Presidents of the Somety are the Chef Rabbi, Sir Herbert 
Samuel and Sir Julien Cahn.

BREAKING DOWN THE GHETTO 
[From our Correspondent] 


A paragraph appeared im the YORKSHIRE EVENING News recently, 
complaining that the department of the City Council concerned with 
the housing problem failed to take notice of the bearing that it has 
on the Jewish population which is directly affected by it. An ilus- 
tration was afforded by the fact that an “ Orthodox Jewess ” was 
removed from a house she had occupied for years in the Jewish quarter 
of the citv to a house on a new estate which was about four miles by 
‘bus and tram from the nearest Synagogue and kasher shops... When 
she was unfortunately taken ill, not one of her Jewish acquaintances 
could be made aware ot the tact, and she had to be removed to a 
hospital. The paragraph concluded by expressing surprise that when 
the matter was under public discussion, none of the leading members 
of the Jewish Community came forward to voice the Jewish wiew of 
the position, in so far as it concerned the interests and well-being 
of the displaced sections of the Jewish element in the city. 

As a matter of fact, as soon as these statements appeared in the 
newspaper in question, another evening paper published an interview 
which its Editor had had with the Rev. Dr. Abelson on the question. 
The object of this interview, as was clearly stated, was to get to know 
what the Jewish attitude really was. Dr. Abelson said that the 
Jewish authorities hailed with satisfaction the idea of transplanting 
Jewish families from the congested central areas of the city to the 
newly created estates on the outskirts. Besides being a step in the 
direction of better housing and better health, it would also have the 


virtue of breaking down the Jewtsh Ghetto of Leeds which so often 
drew forth the unfmendly erticism of Gentile citizens.

Even the greatest of crooner-haters among us have to admit that 
the films which have featured Bing Crosby, uncrowned king of the 
class, have had considerable and novel entertainment value. The 
latest example is quite tymeal. His sponsors, Paramount, having 
started by casting Bing Crosby in the most unhkely réle unaginable, 
that of a cowboy, are thus enabled to take all the liberties they 
desire with story-setting and circumstance in a search for entertarn- 
ment qualities that have no connection with real hfe or regard for 
normal dramatic and comuc heence. 

In support of Crosby (who remains a good comedian and, one 
SUpPposes, it great crooner). they have added tor amusement and 
delight, a number of new and clever screen artists. There is Bob 
Burns, il heavy comedian, whose homely wisecracks are very 
deliberately delivered, but make their mark just the same: and there 
are interesting actresses in Luealle Webster Gleason, who deals in 
humour with sentunent; Martha Raye, whose comedy is broadly 
eccentric, and knows not sentiment: and Frances Farmer. a heroine 
whose style is remimscent, but none the less attractive. One ought 
not to forget “Cuddles,” the magnificent prize bull, whose temperament 
plays such an important part in the fantastic, but diverting, yarn. 


SUZY "'—Empire, Leicester Square (‘‘A'’ Cortificate) 


Opening, true to the suggestion of its title, as the storv of a 
stranded, but ambitious chorus girl in pre-war London, this pri duction 
spasmodically develops into yet another melodrama of the Great War. 
If there really is a new vogue for films of this type, accentuating the 
excitement and gallantry of warfare, it is a discouraging sign. 

The plot itself sketches the long arm of coincidence to immense 
effect. Jean Harlow becomes unwittingly married to each of her 
leading men, Franchot Tone and Cary Grant, at the same time, and 
the two men are brought into contact as aeronautical engineer and 
French air ace, respectively. Benita Hume, as a not very probable 
enemy spy, is also introduced into each phase of the story, which is 
worked up into a sensational finale, extolling the memory of a man 
who, aside from his conspicious military heroism, had very little to 
recommend him. 

The production has some great moments from the purely 


technical angle, and the players do a good best with the 
unsatisfactory material.
